— Mr. Gorman 
argued against the correctness of the 
ruling, made by the Vice-President 
Friday to the effect that an appeal 
trom his decision was not debateable, 
because thé question itself on which 
the decision was made (a motion to lay 
on the table) was an undebateable one. 
Mr. Morton held that the decision was 
absolutely right.

Mr. Mitebell presented a resolution

‘SUPREME COURT DECISIONS, 


A Disputed Island inthe Channel of 
the Sacramento. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Supreme Court 
has rendered an opinion affirming the 
judgment of the Supreme Court of 
California in the case of George F. 
Packard vs. Jake Bird and Frank 
Biedler. This suitis a suit over the 
ownership of an island of eighty acres 
in the Sacramento River, Colusa 
county. Packard’s claim rested on 
the ground that his grant extended to 
the middle of the stream, and the 
court decides against him on the 
ground that, asthe stream is navigable 
at this polut, title stops at high-water 
mark. 

Tue Supreme Court — banded 
down an opinion affirming the judg- 
ment of the Circuit Court of tbe United 
States for the Eastern District of Vir- 
ginia, directing thata writ of habeas 
corpus be granted to Wm. Redman, 
convicted in Norfolk of violating the 
State meat inspectionlaw. Thisis one 
of what is knowa as the dressed beef 
cases, arising out of State legislation 
having for its object the restriction of 
the sale of meats hy firms located out- 
side of the State in which the meats 
are offered for sale. It was held that 
the law was an interfetence with In- 
terstate Commerce and the Supreme 
Court sustains the decision. 

Justice Brown today rendered his 
first opinion as a member of the United 
States Supreme Court He 4 
two decisions, of which the more im- 
portant was in the case of George H. 
Cope vs. Janot Cope and Thomas II. 


Cope, brought here on appeal trom tue } 


decision of the Supreme Court of the 
Territory of Utah. Tue question in- 
volved Was whether or not a son by a 
polygamous marriage bad the right of 
inberitance from the father, it being 
claimed that be was illegitimate. The 
court holds that a son by a polygamous 
marriage did bave the right, and re- 
verses the judgment of the ‘erritoria! 
court. Tue court says that the Ed- 
munds-Tucker act declared legitimate 
all children of Mormon parents born 
within less than twelve months after 
its passage. The object, the Court 
says, was to make these unfortunate 
children an especial object of care 
aud to patents

IT MAKES A DIFFERENCE. 


Fishermen Must Be Americans In 
Order to Escape the Tax. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Collector. of 
Customs at Detroit has been informed 
that fish caught in nets or: other de- 
vices belonging to American corpora- 
tions or individuals only, are entitled 
to the privilege of free entry. Fish 
caughtin nets or other devices owned 
by a company chartered under the laws 
of Canada and composed principally of 
foreign stockholders are subject to 
duty, notwithstanding the apparatus 
may be operated by American citizens, 
The Collector is also informed that the 
rights of American corporations in 
fishing privileges are identical with 
those of American citizens. 


SQUATTED WITHOU rf AUTHORITY 


The Kaweah Colonists Must Leave 
the 8 quola Park. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—{By the As- 
sociated Press.] It is stated at the 
General LandO fice that recent examin- 
ations show that the lands occupied by 
the Kaweah (Bellamist) Colony in the 
Visalia land district, Cal., are in- 
cluded within the reservation for the 
Sequoia National Park created by the 
acts of September 29 and October 1. 
This colony ts of about 
300 families, and they have ex- 
pended $100,000 in improvements, 
principally in the construction of roads 
through a hitherto almost inaccessible 
country. These improvements were 
made, it is said, without authority 
from the Government and must neces- 
sarily be forfeited. Inasmuch as by 
far the larger part of these improve- 
ments cannot be removed, the only re- 
lief to the colonists: must come through 
Congressional action.

SEKGT. D’ARCY TALKS.

formed the reporter that Sergt. D’Arcy 
would give him some terrible iuiormation 
about tue impure water. 

The letter was presented to Sergeant 
Darcy yesterday.

“You see most of the veterans who come 
here are sick and broken down in heaith.

“I do not know of any one being sick as a 
result of drinking the water, or of being 
laid up and compelled to enter the hospital. 

“A win named Porter died in September, 
188¥, ot syphilis. He complained that the 
Water hurt him. He is the only man 1 ever 
heard say this. 

“Astothe water causing a sediment to 
settle in the basins, you can see for yuurseif, 
It evidentiy does prevent the fauceis from 


closing down entirely owing to the sed 


ment cullecting, But then this is not sert- 
ous. 

An inspection of the bath-rooms and 
water-closets disclused the fact that they 
were clean and all right. There was no 
sediment visibie. Tue Governor stated, 
however, it became necessary to clean the 
pipes out owing to the fact that occasionally 
sume of the inmates would throw some- 
thiug into the urinals and clog them. 

HUSPICTAL STATISTICS. 

Levering aud his cumpany of inter- 
meddiers have made the statement 
that «s a resuit of the impure water 
used at the Home the hospital was 
full to overflowing and it had become 
necessary to but patients into the birracks.

| THE CITY COUNCIL. - 


No Chance for the Charter: 
Amen iments. 


AN ERROR IN THE PRINTING. 


Should Have Been in Two Papers in 
Place of OQne—The Terminal's 
- Franchise—General Rou- 
tine Business. 


The City Counell met at 10 o’clock yester- 
day morulug. with President Bonsall in the 
chair and ail the members present. 

After the reading ot the mluutes, Couneil- 
man Sanmeriand moved that the demand 
of 8. K. Adams, for services as a speciai 
policeman, whieh had been referred io tue 
Police Commission, be tagén from that 
body and laid before the Cuuncil, sayivg 
that be wanted the matter finally disposed 
of, as it bad been pending for sume time. 

The chair ruled the motion out of order, 
saying that it would first have to be re- 
ported from the Commissioners, and the 
matter was then dropped. 7 

The resignation of John E. Preston as 

ound-imaster was presented and accepted. 

THE CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 

The toliowiug communication trom the 
City Clerk was read: 

“On the 15th day of December, 18¥0, the 
Council adopted certain proposed awenid- 
meus to the charter of said city, to be sub- 
mitied tothe qualifed voters of the city, 
and the clerk was directed to publish them 
according to law. Not beiug iu tue torm of 
au orutuance, which always coutalos an ex- 
act ulrection tothe cierk as to tue proper 
manner of pubiication, I was uncertain 
how | should pruocerd, and advised with the 
City Attorney, directed me to puvlisu 
the sawe lor u even of twenty days, which 
1 did iw the «fiicial paper of the city, tue 
Kvening Express, sald publication com- 
meucing on the 18 bh of December, 1890, aud 
the last insertion being ou the 7iu ot Janu- 
ary, 101. ‘The @ariiest day, therefore, at 
which tus election could be held would be 
the 9th day of March, 1801. But within the 
last two days it has been suggested to me 
that the puvlicatiou should have been wad 
in two newspapers. Tuts is the first inti- 
mation | Lave had that such is the case, and 
before pruceediug further ap examination 
ot tue matter should be made before calung 


ab election with its atiendant expense. 


City Autoruey McFariand expi.ivued that 
the question of how many papers the 
umeuument should be pubiished in was not 
discussed by himself aud the cierk; that 
ue supposed the cierk was aware of the 
provisions in regard to the publication, and 
gave po furtuer attention after returving 
tue ameudments to the Council, as the clerk 
always attended to the putiication of ail 
matters. The clerk probably took it for 
Krauted that the pub.icauon should be 
made in ope paper only and the mistake 
arose in that manner. Th.t it has since 
been suggested, aud he believed the point 
was well raised, that the charter shoaid 
be amended In the same manner in which 
it was enacted,- which was by ad- 
vertising for twenty days in two newspa- 
pers. It the Couneil jutended to proceed 
im the mutter it should act upon it today. 
It would not be possibie, however, to get 
the amendments ready for the Legislature 
before April 15. The Legisiature expired 
by expir.tion of salaries on March 1. Un- 
less it extended its labors it would not be 
sitting ou the day wheu the amendments 
would be ready to submit to it. 

Councilman Rhodes thought that the old 
Couficil in Its last d ys should not have in- 
terfered with the charter, but that if such a 
move Was necessary, it should have 1 
dove inthe same mibver in which the 
charter had beeu framed, vy a board of free- 
holders. 

Cuunci!men Innes and McGarry were of 
the same Opinion, and, after brief remarks, 
the matter was referred to tue special com- 
mittee vow baving under consideration the 
Mayor’s message suggesting the combina- 
tion of the city and e unty governments. 

Alter the reading of several reports and 
other routine business, the report of the 
Board of Public Warks was taken up, when 
it was decided to consider the last recom- 
mendation first, the pr posed amendment of 
the 8 franchise, iu commit- 
tee of the whole. ä 

THE TERMINAL FRANCHISE. 

The Council then went into Committee of 
the Whole, Councilman Tufts in the chair, 
and two petitions, each bearing 150 names, 
were laid beforethe body, The first was by 
the Terminal Company asking that the 
line of the company's route be changed so 
as to make a sicht detour among the South- 
erp California Packing Company’s works. 
The lines now carry the road directly 
through the company’s buildings, To make 
this change the road would be carried out 
somewhat ou the biuff, which biuff hus been 
the theme of some conteution between the 
company and some of the people residing in 
that vicinity. ‘The second was by property- 
owners prutesting against any change that 
would have a tendency to reduce the width 
of the river at that point. 

Mr. Gibbon, representing the railway 
company, explained the position of his 
Clients in the matter,denying that the river- 
ved would De narrowed, and was followed 
at some length by Mj. Vonuell, on bebali 
of tue 

Mr. Gibbon. in repiy, said that the com- 
pany did not wish to buiidin the river-bed, 
but wanted to build On top of the bluff. 


| No water ever came on top of the bluff, nor 


within ten feet of it. The bluff is not 
part of the river. It is heavy ruck, and if 
moved would have to be biasied out. The 
r ck, which is lower down in the river, ex- 
tending out into the currentof the stream, 
would be cut out by the company aud tue 
stream glven clear play. ‘lhe com- 
pany was not narrowing the river 
by building on top of the biuff: on 
the contrary it was widening and im- 
proving the river by clearing away the rock 
nd earth about its base, aid by making the 
ievee uniformly sloping from the to 
ihe point of the biuff it would close up a 
pocket there where tue water entered during 
heavy rains, where it eddied, and from 
which it rebounded and shut over to the 
opposite bank and tore that bink away. 
ihe improvement which the Terminal road 
ae lug in the river bed obviated al:

Alfred Stern of Charles Stern & Sons, 
distillers, next addressed the Council, say-

WHEN UNCLE SAM’S FARMS ARR 
ALL GONE, 


The rush into Oklahoma will be 
duplicated when the Cherokee Strip is 


opened for settlement. Already, at 


one point alone, 3000 “boomers” have 
assembied and are anxiously awaiting 
section. 
Meantime many Oklahoma settlers 
are in need of Government help. But 
public land is growing scarce, and the 
desire for it becomes greater as it 


disappears. The generation now 


alive will see the time when Uncle 
Sam will have ud more arabic ‘land to 
dispose of. Then public opinion will 
force the Goverument to take bold of 
a scheme for irrigating the arid plains of : 
the West, whereby discontent and dis- 
turbance on part the of those residents 
of the overcrowded East who have no 
longer any West to go to will be staved 
off for several more decades. But after 
that, what? Many years ago, Macaulay, 
writing to an American friend, prophe-. 
sied that the test of the permanence of 
this republic would come when our 
public lands were all taken up and the 
country began to be thickly settled as it 
iss in Europe. Until that happens, 
we cannot fairly compare this 
country with the older continent. As 
long as the unfortunate and the op- 
pressed can, as a last resort, take the 
soil and wrest from it a, living, they 
will rather pocket their injuries than 
fight against them. But even a rat 
will fight when driven into a corner. 
Meantime, our patriotic states- 
men should foresee these changes 
which are taking place in the social 
economy of the repubiic—the absorp- 


tion of the public land and 
the addition to the one gen- 
erally well-to-do and contented 
‘class of the early days of 


the Republic of two antago nistic 
classes, one—a large one—poor, dis- 
contented and hating the wealthy, and 
the oilher—a comparatively small one 
—immensely wealthy, with little sym- 
pathy for oreven knowledge of their 
less fortunate fellow-citizeas. The 
patriotic statesman, who desires to 
avertthe evils that threaten our de- 
scendants, will seek to remove the un- 
doubted causes of irritation which at 
present exist. He will do this, 
not by chimerical and demagogic 
schemes of loaning money to 
farmers, but by curtailing the 
power of grasping corporations; 


| by making taxation fail more heavily 


on the rich than on the poor, instead 
of the opposite, as at present; by pre- 
venting the corruption of the ballot ou 
the part of those who have ambition 
and wealth, without conscience, and 
by framing such wise legislation as will 
encourage and sustain the mass of 
people, and convince them that they 
still have a right to live and hold up 
their heads in this country, although 
they may not own a railroad or be able 
to buy a seat in the Senate. 

Thus may the American people still 
live, for an indefinite time, happy, con- 
tented and free, long after publicland is 
as unattainabie here as it is in Europe. 
May God send us many statesmen with 
the power and will to pilot the ship of 
State through the devious channels 
which lie before it—men who can steer 
the vessel clear of the rocks of oli- 
garchy on the one hand and the shoals 
of anarchy on the other. 2 


Tue Express appears to be both sur- 
prised and displeused because Tun 
Times does not admire a class of per- 
sons that it trains with.

IS THE YANKEE GOING TO JOIN 
THE BUFFALO? 7 


Among the mauy remarkable facts 
developed by the census was that 
which shows how small is the increase 
in families of native-born women, 
compared with those of foreign berth. 
This may also, in a measure, explain 
why there is so much discrepancy 
between the population of the 
country., as given by the census, 
and the general estimate. The 
last State census of Massachusetts 
shows that, of native-born married 
women, there are 20 per cent. without 
children, and of foreign born, only 13 
percent. That is to say, one fifth of 
of the native married women of Mass- 
achusetts are childless. It is said that 
in no country save France, which has 
long been noted for its small families, 
or lack of families, can a similar con- 
dition of affairs be found. 

This is a startling disclosure, and the 
state of things thus shown, is un- 
doubtedly not confined to Massachu- 
setts. It the decrease of population by 
birth keeps up, and the increase of 
population by immigration also con- 
tinues, it is easy to foresee a time, not 
at all far off, when it will be in order to 
forma society of NativeSonsof the 
United States. We ought not, however, 
to let the native American go into 
oblivion without an effort to save him 
from the fate of the buffalo, We are 
constrained to believe that it is indif- 
ference or laziness, rather than lack 
of ability, that keeps our native 
women so far behind their im- 
ported sisters in this respect. 
Let us organize societies for the en- 
couragement of maternity among na- 
tive-born Amerio us, and establish 
baby shows, with prizes for the largest 
families. City, State and Federal gov- 
eroments might also take a hand in 
the good work, and thus encourage the 
native American woman to do her 
duty. 

Let us rally to save the native Amer- 
ican race from extinction.

Ex-Governor Waterman on 
the War Path. 


SAYS HE is DAMAGED $25,000. 


The Fight for the Registrar's Office— 
Candidates Who Would Like to 
Be Labor Commi or: 
The Schoolbook Ring. 


| Bxaminer] — 
Considerable excitement prevails in 
the circles of the “speak-your-mind 
citizens” over the rumor that ex-Gov. 
R. W. Waterman, since laying aside 
the paraphernalia of office, has whetted 
up bis biggest ax and is hot on the trail 
of those who have too freely and 


| vebemently criticised bis administra- 


tion. Those who commented in ex- 
travagaut language on his unduly 
wielding the pardoning power during 
his last hours of office are first on the 
list for slaughter. 

He opened up the campaign yester- 
day by filing a damage suit against Jo- 
seph Britton for $25,000 damages for 
alleged slander. 

In the complaint, which bristles with 
charges of the malicious intent of the 
defendant and his own virtuous posi- 
tion while in the gubernatorial chair, 
Waterman recites that during bis in- 
cumbency one Miller was imprisoned 
in San Quentin for life, convicted of 
the murder of Hugh Glenn in Colusa 
county, 

»In accordance with the wers 
vested in me by my office, on m- 
ber 9, 1890, 1 commuted Miller's sen- 
tence from imprisonment for life to 
imprisonment for fifteen years. 
Twenty-four days afterward, in the 
exercise of the same discretion, I 
granted bim a full pardon. 

On Janua y 12, Joseph Britton, in 
the presence of Obed Harvey and my 
late private secretary, Marcus D. Bor- 
uck, spoke the following malicious and 
defamatory words regardiug me: 

Look at the pardon of Miller for 
the murder of Glenn,-coin paid into 
the Governor’s hands for the commu- 
tation and double the sack for the full 
pardon,’ thereby meaning that I had 
corruptly and dishonestly granted the 
commutation and pardon to Miller in 
consideration of bribes. 

»The statement has injured me in 
the sum of $25,000.” 

Joseph Britton is senior member of 
the firm of Britton & Rey. lithograph- 
ers. He was out of town yesterday, 80 
bis partner, Mr. Rey, auswered for 
him, It's a farce,” he declared, 
laughing. I don’t believe Mr. Brit- 
ton would use Waterman’s name in 
ordinary conversation. What he said 
about pardons, in general, of course, 
I can’t say. What any man may have 
said about pardons in the hands of 
Waterman will hardly be sufficient to 
make bim responsible. I have no doubt 
Mr. Britton has an excellent explana- 
tion for this char brought against 
him. Damaged aterman’s reputa- 
tion $25,000 worth! It’s preposterous!”’

Mr. Moorehouse would have us bo- 
lieve that the orange crop of Florida 
this year, taking the fall and spring 
crops together, was unnsually ‘large. 
The facte are that the only crop that 
will be at all merchantable bas already 
been marketed, and it was mated 
at frem 40 to 50 per cent. of an average 
crop. Tuen, wo, the prices paid there 
this fall would indicate a very sbort 
crop. Seediings sold readily at $1.75@ 
$2 K box, and budded fruit at 880 
$3. 


As tothe spring or second crop,” 
the veriest novice in orange-growing 
knows what value to put upon that. 

Many of the orange-growers . of 
Florida are shrewd business men. 
Hence we would scarcely expect them 
to attempt to grow a late crop of 
oranges in order to compete with Cali- 
forpia, since they can get all the 
oranges they can possibly cultivate in 
market before ours come into competi- 
tion, thus obtaining better prices (han 
they would later, as well as avuiding 
the danger ot frosts witb a winter crop. 

Brethren, we can stand Florida’s 
growing two crops per year irom the 
same trees, but when they undertake 
to knock us out all around by planting 
a how and late variety, so as to come 
into market alongside of us, while 
they are jolly, good-natured fellows, I 
for one must protest. That is too 
much, especially this year, since our 
nave are too large and seedlings too 
small. 

Mr. W. evidently classes the Florida 

rowers with us as to business capacity. 

6 plainly tells us that we don’t 
know enough to market our crop after 
we have grown it. Well, that may be 
so. That is to be demonstrated later, 

Experience has taught, us, however, 
that whenever any one thinks his ser- 
vices are indispensable to us, then it is 
quite time to let him go. The market- 
lug of our peaches and apricots lust 
summer is still fresh in our minds, and 
we doubt not it is quite as strongly im- 
pressed on the minds ot the managers 
of our canning establishments as upon 
our own. They soon learned that the 
California fruit-grower could market 
his own crop. 

Mr. Moorehouse assures us that the 
Shippers’ Union in Florida advanced 
the price of oranges, but bere in Cal- 
ifornia the union has not thought of 
prices; that is left to each individual 
shipper. But we learned that all buy- 
ers had been withdrawn from the 
field, and it was loudly whispered that 
50 cents per box would buy the balance 
ef crop unsoid. Just so it was with 
our peaches last summer until we went 
to drying. Then the prices suddenly 
went from # of a cent to 1} cents, and 
finally 2 and 21 cents per pound. 

Now, brethren, don’t alarmed. 
Fiorida’s crop (large or small.) 1s al- 
ready on the market, else Mr. M. 
would not be here. The Mexican crop 
bas been picked, shipped and con- 
sumed. Hence, we have the entire 
field to ourselves, save importations 
from the old world. The McKinley 
Bill steps in thereand protects us. Let 
us organize a Central 
at Los Angeles and subordinate unions 
in each shippiug district. The central 
organization will receive daily reports 
from the various markets of the coun- 
ad as well as weather reports, and 
will advise all the subordinate unions 
promptly, so that every individual in- 
terested will be in ssion of the 
prices of all markets each day. And 
asacar will be loaded each day at 
your shipping point, youcan pick and 
pack yourown fruit if you so desire, 
and, besides saving the expense of 


biring your picking done, you will pro- 


tect your trees from the ravages of the 
rough-and-ready pickers. 

Steps are being taken to organize 
here, and we hope to see prompt action 
taken all over this and adjacent coun- 
ties.

Kansas City Surprised by a 
Big Bank Failure. 


The Ameriean National is Refused Aid 
and Closes Its Doors. 


All Depositors Will Be Paid in Full— 
The Bank’s Statement. 


Comment on the Action of the Clear- 
ing House tn Withhoiding 
Caused.

Kansas Crry, Jau. 19.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The National Bank 
Examiner for Missouri took charge of 
the American National Bank of this 
city this morning. The capital stock of 
the bank is $1,250,000. During 
the early part of last week it 
became known to members of the 
Kansas City Clearing House As- 
sociation that the bank was in need 
of assistance. A meeting of the as- 
sociation was called and a resolution 
adopted assuring the American that on 
u proper showing assistance would be 
rendered to the amount of $1,000,000. 
A committee was appointed to ex- 
amine the collaterals and Saturday 
they reported that the paper offered 
was not such asthe banks of the as- 
sociation would accept. The de- 
cision made the failure of the bank in- 
ovitable, and the bank examiner as- 
sumed charge of the concern. As a re- 
sult of the failure a great deal of un- 
easiness was created among depositors 
in the Kansas City Safe and Savings 
Deposit Bank, which is supposed 
many to be connected with tue Ameri- 
can Nationai Bauk. There was arun 
on tue first-named bank which paid all 
depositors promptly and the officials 
claim that they can meet all obligations, 
The deposits of the American Natio- 
nal Bank are $1,200,000, having fallen 
to that amount trom $4,000,000 since 
the first of last October. It is ascer-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Mr. Lacey 
Comptrolier of the Currency, received 
a telegram this morning from Bank 
Examiner Marshall, anuouncing the 
suspension of the American National 
Bank of Kansas City. He said that 
there had been a very heavy run on 
the bank and that the situation looked 
serious. He added, however, that he 
did not think the bank’s liabilities ex- 
ceeded $1,000,000. The Comptroller 
said that ue thought that the bank is 
suffering from its efforte to assist its 
correspondents in Kansas,

NEW York, Jan, 19.—The Chemical 
Bank, Seabourd National and United 
Stutes National Banks of this city, cor- 
respondents of the American National 
Bank ot Kansas City, will not be al- 
fected by the tailure.

National Bank of this city, corre-

President Stimson, in a public state- 
mect, says: 

The cause of the failure of the American 
National Bank seems to have been en in- 
defiuite lack of confidences which has per- 
vaded the business word for the past few 
months. A rumor gained currency three 
months ago that the bank was not in the 
best condition. The withdra wai of deposits 
foilowed imumediateiy, and with the growth 
of upfavorabie repurts increased to au alarm- 
ing extent. Ou the lst of October the 
bank’s statement showed dep: sits of $4,200,- 

. On December 19, they h.d fallen off to 
$2,500,000, and on Saturday night, when the 
Ciwaring House Committee made an inves- 
they aggregated only $1,400,000, 
Pain o cash availabie at that time was $400,- 
‘The trouble began with the siringency iu 
the Kasteru money markets, aud when the 
bank found itself obiiged to negotiate a 
loun of $800,000 in the East, it was com- 
peiled to give coilateral gilt-edged securi- 
ties. When the drains upon the bank’s re- 
sources became generaily known, confi- 
deuce was impaired. The members of the 
clearing house couid bot agree upon any

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IN AN ICY EMBRACE. 


The Cold in Europe Increases 
in Severity. 


Unusually Low Temperatares in the 


Southern Countries. 


The Northern Ports Are Rendered 
Inaccessible by Ice. 
A Number of People Frozen to Death 
Olive Crop Rulned-Traf- 
tio Entirely Suspended— 
Snow atthe Rlvlera.

sence of wind. There is ice here 
eighteen inches thick. The sea between 
Strasiund and Rugen, five miles in 
width, ie alive with skaters and sleighs. 
Ponds are frozen to the bottom. 
Twenzy-one head of deer in the royal 
forest at Benrath died. In Holland apd 
Belgium the severity of the snowfall 
put astop to railway and street-car 
traffic. Thousands of men are engaged 
cleariug the roads. On the coast of 
Holland the sea is frozen a great dis- 
tance, There is a bank of ice on the 
shore of extreme N Ouly the 
harbors of Rotterdam and Flushing are 
accessible to vessels. 
RIVERS FROZEN IN ITALY. 

Advices from Naples report the 
death of two persons from cold. The 
Italian rivers are encumbered with ice. 
The roof of the school for boys at 
Sanitematrio gave way beneath the 
burden of show and ice. The whole 
mass went crasbing into the school- 
room below, and twenty-two pupils 
were injured. On the frontier near 
Geneva a man was found frozen to 
death. Several vessels have been 
wrecked in the Bay of Biscay and 6 
number of lives lost. The gales 
throughout Europe are the severest in 
years. 

Several steamers in the ice-blocked 
river Elbe lost their propellers by dash- 
ing against the floes. A number of 
vessels parted their anchor chains and 


~ are drifting belpléssly in the stream. 


The strongest cannot leave the harbor 
of Cox Haven on account of the ice. 
Citizens are assisting the military to 
blast the ice with melanite. 

SNOW IN THE RIVIERA. 

PARIS, Jan. 19.—Saturday and yes- 
terday were the most intensely cold days 
of the winter experienced throughout 
France. Yesterday an aged man was 
found frozen to death in his lodgings 
in this city. Tue thermometer yester- 
day touched seven degrees above zero 
(Fahrenheit) at Macon, nine here, 
twelve at Toulouse and five at Gre- 
noble. Wells were frozen at Perpignan, 
where a man has been found frozen to 
death in the street. A Woman was 


found frozen to death in bed at Epig-| 


nac, where the thermometer indicates 
four degrees below zero, Slight snow- 
falls are reported from the Riviera. 
THE OLIVE CROP RUINED. 
Dispaiches from ull parts of France 


tell of great inconvenience and _suffer- 


ing cuused by the intense cold weather. 
The harbors of Toulon and Laseyne 
are frozen over, for the first time on 
record. The olive crop in the Depart- 
ment of Gard is fast being ruined. 
Whole communes in the neighborhood 
of Perpignan, in the Pyrenees, are cut 
off from communication and wayfarers 
have been frozen to death. At Sara- 
gossa, Spain, the mercury is 14° (Fah- 
renheit) and snow is failing. A large 
number of vessels are ice-bound at 
Bordeaux.

Every 
effort is being made to relieve 
the great distress, and the Palace de 
Beaux Arts has been converted into 
night sbelter for the homeless, and it 
with asoup-kitchen.

SAN Jose, Jan. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] James M. Eubanks was 
banged in the jail-yard at 11:40 o’clock 
this morning, for the murder of his 
daughter at Los Gatos, December 22, 
1889. He dropped five feet, and died 
without a struggle. Eight minutes 
after the drop fel the phys:cians said 
that the beart had censed to beat. The 
rope cut the flesh, and blood flowed 
out over his breast. The body was 
lowered into the coffin at 12:07 o’clock, 
and carried to an undertaker’s, It 
will be sent to bis brother at Los Gatos 
tomorrow for burial. 

Ou the scaffold Eubanks spoke, say- 
ing: Oh. Jesus, I give myself to 
Thee; Thy will be done. 1 bope that 
this will be a warning to otbers.“ Be- 
fore going to the scaffold he bad the 
following statement prepuied: 

County JA. Jan. 19, 10,80 a, m. 

I ackuowledge and deeply repent before 
God apd my fellow-men the awful crime 
that has brought me to this sad end. 1 do 
not seek to screen myself in any wise, yet 
my ignorance of God’s word, my bad habits 
of card-pfaying leading me inw all manner 
of trouble, ied me into this, So far was 1 
gone in liquor that a few days before my 
great crime 1 attempted my own life, but 
was hindered by merciful Providence. All 
these things I would warn young men to 
ee When lcame to this fall my heart 
was as hard as flint, Dut the warning of my 
father to make my peace with God, and my 
brother’s entreaties, and the faithful laburs 
of some kind Christian [friends who have 
visited me in my trouble, have ied me to 
seek God and to hope in His mercy, through 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

lrely upon the premises of God's word 
for forgiveness tor all my sins, and if such 
a sinner as | have been is forgiven, | donot 
think that there is any man on earth but 
may be forgiven if be turns to the Lord. 1 
am grateful to all my friends for their kind- 
ness to me in these days, and ty last 
thoughts are for my children, and that my 
fate shall be a warning to others. 

Wigued] James H. EUBANKS. 
The crime for which he was banged 
Was deliberate and cold-blooded, He 
borrewed a double-barrelied sbotgun 
from Z. Wheaton, under the prétense 
that he was going to hunt ducks. He 
also borrowed ten cents and procured 

mMunition, then went to the Heath 

ouse, Los Gatos. Going to the 
kitchen’ door, Eubanks looked in 
saw his daughter, Ada, who was 
employed as waiter there. 
As she never spoke after the 
shot, what took place between them is 
reported only by Eubanks himself. He 
said tbat he took that opportunity of 
remonstrating with her and trying to 
pursuade her to do differently from 
what he accused ber of doing, and 
when she retused to be influenced, he 
fired, and the charge of shot entered 
her heurt. He tried to shoot bimself, 
and failed, and then tried to cut his 
throat, and failed. He pleaded guilty, 
but withdrew the plea and was con- 
vioted.

Let the poor 
man pray ior Sig tori but at the 
same time let him put in ten hours 
of steady work a day; let 
the seeker after wisdom study 
hard ana pray God to make plain the 
dark places. This is the secret of the 
@fiicacy of prayer. Faith without 
words is dead.“

The disastrous effects of the late 
financial panic in the East will be felt 
more in Seattle, Tacoma, and other 
boom towns of the Northwest than 
elsewhere. Eastern capital will ve 
withdrawn, or rather is being with- 
drawn from these towns, just as En- 
glish capital was withdrawn from the 
United States.

ORANGE-GROWERS. 
A Few Notes Be Them to Think 


Phoenix 
Eevee pyblished 
their manifesto there has been more or 
less friction between them and the 
growers. Wednesday's meeting of the 


oran wers clearly outlined the 
stan at the growers intended to 
take. tt cannot be said by anyone 


that the old method of buying by the 
box and aliowing the packer to do just 
what be liked about culls is a straight- 
forward method or just to the seller. 
When a packer buys a raisin crop he 
buys everything and says nothing 
about returning the inferior 
He looks at the raisins from a business 
standpoint and estimates how many 
first, second and third quality of 
raisins, and says just what be can af- 
ford to pay, taking the whole, and he 
can always sell the whole at some 
price. When a man sells his 
orange crop by the box, he never 
knows just what he is going to 
get until the end of the season. He 
sells, probably early in the season, at 
80 much per box, and the packer per- 
haps only picks a portion of them be- 
tore April or May, The er takes 
no risk whatever, and is perfectly easy 
in his mind, If the oranges fall off the 
tree and go to waste, what cares he, it 
is nothing out of his pocket. If he is 
late in picking them so that many of 
the seedlings get puffy and in other 
ways unmarketable by reason of such 
delay, that is the grower’s loss, If the 


packer pays a good price early in the! 


season, and oranges drop somewhat in 
the market they will be culled uumer- 
cifully so that he can come out even. 
If he sends out irresponsible pickers 
into a grower’s orchard and they put 
St. Michaels into the seedling, it is ali 
right for the packer; there will only be 
the more culls to be returned, What- 
ever accidents or misfortunes may be- 
fall the grower’s fruit it is all visited 
on the grower, the packer takes none 
of these risks. 

The present system is the outcome 
of the time when every man packed 
his own or took them to the packing- 
house to be packed and shipped on 
commission. The culls were all re- 
turned and the packer got his commis- 
sion, if the grower bad to put his hand 
in his pocket to take out that commis- 
sion, in some cases they sold their 
culls for more money than No. 1 or- 
anges brought. The orange-growers 
put an end to that system by refusing 
tosell on commission. The dealers 
have found the same svsteni a failure 
and have substituted sales on the track. 
The present system of culling is un un- 
satisfactory one, and all honest pack- 
ers ought to be willing to put an end 
to it. Unprincipled packers can make 
—— out of it by returning the 


culls that properly bo- 
ong to the packer, from orchards 
that he has ught in the lump. 
Growers have complained, and with 


justice, that mistakes have been made 
in sending them culls that never grew 
in their orchard. So much has this 
grown to be an evil that some growers 
insisted on packing in the orchard, 
while others sold in a round sum for 
all their fruit. Now the growers dave 
got tired of it, and say they will not 
sell unless the buyers take all that 
hangs on the trees at the time of sale, 
windfalls to be taken to the packing- 
house at intervals and paid for at tie 
same rate as the fruit on the tree. 
Toey do not attempt to fix any price 
or to say that a packer shall pay as 
much per box as if they were all first- 
class, but they do want to know when 
they take a load of oranges to the 
packing-house just bow much they 
may expect. If there is anything un- 
reasonable in the above let some packer 
rise aud explain just where it is.

The Abuse of Horses’ Feet. 
tAmerican Cultivator.i 

If horseshoers could be compelled to 
learn how to treat the borse's foot, 
compelled to put on the shoe without 
mutilating the foot, the work of keep- 
lug it in good condition would be very 
simple. The outer layer of the hoof, 
although very thin, is dense in texture 
aud very bard. lis function is to pre- 
vent evaporation from the underlying 
layers, a d once it is destroyed the 
hoof becomes brittle, curis in at both 
coronet and heels, and finally becomes 
atterly untit for the work of support- 
horse’s weight. 

he average bineksmith, as if 

sessed of a spirit of destructiveness, 
shows this important part of the foot 
no mercy, but, aided by rasp and sand- 
paper, puts forth big best eadeavor to 
work ite destruction. On the sole of 
the foot is a thick, horny secretion de- 
signed by nature to protect that sole 
from injury. Here again the smith 
carries forward the work of destruction 
by cutting away everything down Lo 
the soit and sole, 

As a result of this the sole becomes 
dry, contracts, and if the borse is so 
unfortunate as to step beayily on any 
bard substance, this thinned sole offers 
no resistance, and the sensitive and 
vascular structures are bruised or 
punctured, and serious disease, per- 
baps ruin of the foot, has its begianing. 
Here on the sole, at either side of the 
trog. are the “bars,” whose function it 
is to prevent incurving of the wall of 
the hvof at the beels, These are in- 
cluded in the general destruction, aad 
contraction of the heels is invited.
